Dave Keolin, of Brownvale, presi- 
dent of the Peace River Associated 
Boards of Trade and J. C. McNeil, 
superintendent of elevators for the 
U.G.G. on the North side of the 
Peace River, were visitors to Grande 
Prairie on Thursday, Friday and part 
of Saturday, having made the trip by 


automobile. 
Seen by The Herald-Tribune re- 
porter, r. Keolln, who has been 


farming in the Peace River for the 
past 29 years, launched into a dis- 
cussion of the price paid for wheat, 
which, he said, was far out of line 
with what the price farmers have to 
pay for everything they have to buv. 

Mr. Keolln went on to say that the 
wheat peg of 70 cents, Ft. William, 


to with, was too low, and now 
that the general price levels of com- 
modities increased at least ten 


per cent, the wheat grower is just 
that much worse off, and a whole lot 
worse off than last year; when the 
wheat was peeaed, at 80 cents.

rice of wheat should be set at $1.00 

t. William, and if commodities con- 
tinue to rise, the: the price of wheat 
should be increased atively. 

“I believe that the various Boards 
of Trade should unite in making this 
demand on the Federa! Government, 
through the Bracken committee, 
which organization is generally ac- 
cepted as representing western 
agriculture,” observed Mr. Koelln, 
who added, “that under the present 
condition it is impossible for the 
farmer to carry on.” 

Mr. Keolln had something to say 
on the matter of pegging the price on 
coarse grains. He said that while 
wheat is a very important item in 
agriculture, production in the Peace 
River being 75% of the entire grain 
production, there is no reason why 
the ccarse grains should not be 
treated in the same way in the mat- 
ter of a price peg. 

Mr. Keolln went on to explain that 
the homestead farmer was especially 
handicapped, due to the fact that he 
usually grows principally outs, and

An Analysis Of 
Wheat Content For 
The Year 1939 


By H. H. MACDONALD 
Peace River Representative on the 
Grain Standards Board 


Each year the crop seems to have 
its own peculiar characteristics, and 
1939 is an outstanding year in that 
respect because it introduces some- 
thing unusual, and hard to explain, 
viz, the relation between grade and 
protein content. Oljudinarily <> pro- 
tein content and baking strength 
bear direct ratio to the grades; that 
is, diminishi as the ades get 
lower, so that hard, 1 and 2 Nor., are 
much stronger than the lower grades. 

This year the protein is in inverse 


ratio tu the grades, No. 4 special, 
—which looks like chicken os out 
is highest in protein as seen by the 
following table:

Someone may suspect that the 
graders are working in reverse gear 
this year, but that is not the case, for 
they are still gracing according to 
appearance and on that basis the 
grading is correct. It has been an 
easy ~~ to grade thus far, as 96.2% 
of it falls into the grades 1 hard to 
3 Nor. 

The inverse ratio of protein to 
grade might be explained in_ this 
way. The whole crop had sufficient 
moisture for a good start and it all 
took nitrogen from the soil at about 
the same rate up te a certain point 
in its development. In some dis- 
tricts the rain stopped and the grain 
ceased to fill. The consequence was 
@ shrunken kerne! at eens 
4 Special—shrunken not by rust but 
by drought. In other districts where 
there was more rain the berry con- 
tinued to fill to the point where it 
almost bursted the chaff, but did not 
seem to take on much more protein. 
So the amount of protein remained 
about the same in both cases, making 
the percentage in the plump grain 
lower than in the other. 

The crop in general is a little 
lower in protein than 1938, Peace 
River protein is about average for 
Rea Bobs and Garnet, while That- 
cher is well up and Reward is, as 
usual, outstanding as the following 
table shows:

We have been 
encouraged to grow more legumes ta 
raise the nitrogen content of our 
soil and the protein in our wheat. 


Now we find Melitot (Sweet Clover) 
taint on our wheat has caused over- 
seas millers to complain with the 
result that over 100 cars of perfectly 
good high grade wheat have been 
rejected this fall, because of sweet 


clover (aint, which carries through to | 


the loaf. A small amount in a bin, 
a car or a cargo taints the whole lot. 

The answer seems to 
that no sweet clover volunteers in 
wheat fields, while we await the re- 
lease of a new type of coumerin free 
clover already developed by the 
University of Sask. which neither 
taints wheat nor poisons livestock, 

The country is congested from 
coast to coast, with wheat terminals 
full and yards crowded with cars 
that cannot be unleaded, with no re- 
lief in sight, until Britain starts buy- 
ing in larger volume. 

The chief commissioner assured us 
that if we are obliged to thresh damp 
— what cars are available would be 
supplied te get the wheat direct to 
the driers,
